Nope...Not the one's painted olive green. The ones used for SSB 
communications on the sea. 


A recent thread about finding parts made me think about the marine 
band radios I've found. You can find them in solid state or tube 
versions. Never turn one down if offered free or at a cheap price. 


In addition to the SSB filters, PA, crystals,active and passive 
devices,etc. they usually have a large matching coil and heavy 
duty RF switch. Because the radios are fixed channel, taps are 
provided to change the inductance of the large loading coil. 


This provides an opportunity for lots of different tuners. If you are 
a "one antenna" type, then you can set the taps using a SWR bridge, 
noise bridge, etc. for several bands. If you are using a "hidden" 

or "attic" type antenna you can remote the tuner with rotor cable. 


Small motors or even automatic car window motors work well for variable 
caps that will rotate 360 degrees.

Hare.7610 is polymorphic, multipartite virus that infects COM and EXE files as 
well as MBR on hard drives and boot sectors of floppy disks. Upon execution the 
virus will infect the MBR and go resident infecting any COM or EXE file that is 
executed. 


Hare's polymorphism is fairly unique in that it is capable of generating a very 
large set of instructions. It is also interesting in that it is a slow 
polymorphic; it does not generate a different decryptor from infection to 
infection, rather it generates a set of instruction upon initial infection of 
the system. Whether this is a bug or not on the part of the virus writer is 
unknown. When an infected file is executed the virus looks at a certain sector 
of the hard disk for it's ‘footprint.' If it finds the value OxCCDD at the 
beginning of this sector it will not generate a new set of data for its 
polymorphic engine. 


One other interesting thing about Hare is that the MBR and boot sector are also 
encrypted with the polymorphic engine (although it uses a much smaller set of 
instruction than with the file infections). In order for Hare to tell whether 
or not the MBR is already infected it looks for another ‘footprint’ that it 
leaves: It subtracts the word at offset 0x100 in the MBR for the word at 

offset 0x102. If this value is equal to OxCCFF then it assumes that the MBR is 
already infected and will not re-infect. 


The virus triggers on August 22nd and September 22nd. On either of those days 
if the virus is active it will display the following message: 


"HDEuthanasia" by Demon Emperor: Hare Krsna, hare, hare... 


It will then overwrite all the hard disks on the system, destroying all the 
data.

Gang, 


Dave Ingram mentioned in the Sept issue of CQ that QRP is one of the hot 

areas of ham radio today. I hope he's right. Another article noted that we 
are at the bottom of the sunspot cycle and on the brink of the start upward. 
That article suggested that there are some interesting phenomena related to 


the poor propagation in this part of the 11 year cycle. First, HF in general 
is down such that the big manufacturers aren't selling many HF rigs. There 
was even the suggestion that the low sunspot activity was related to the 6% 
decline in Dayton attendance. This low sales picture may improve, the author 
suggests, as the spots/propagation return. 

Meantime, the consequences have been interesting for us QRPers. The 
SSB-only crowd have crowded into the phone segment of 20 meters like the 
fish in the last pools of an evaporating pond (my metaphor, not the author of 
the article's). The CW end of 20 is fertile ground for the CW proficient, 
especially with the skewing of hamdom to SSB-only types. And 30m has no 
phone segment. 40 phone is a mess with the foreign broadcasters while 40 CW 
is clear. So, CW has had a considerable advantage for some ops with the 
skills to enjoy it. 


I thought these observations were valid. I would add that I have found a 
decline in the overall activity on all bands, CW and phone, that I have been 
assuming and hoping are due to poor propagation. I remember as a boy/novice 
there were so many signals on the CW end of most bands, day in and day out, 
that there wasn't any good place to slip in a CQ without someone objecting 
("lid!"). (Admittedly, the old receivers were pretty wide so the crowded 
band may have been a relative illusion.) It strikes me as ironic, though, 
that we have a bunch of new filter technology (Audio, SCAF, DSP, IF DSP, 
etc.) but few occasions (outside of big contests) when anything narrower than 
3k is needed on the CW end. I hope we actually need those filters for 
everyday operating soon for something other than straining out power company 
noise. 


On many nights, I have found that there aren't any contacts to be made, local 
or dx. I pray that that is due to low sunspot activity, rather than the lack 
of any other ops on the band. 


Recent incursions by digital ops into the CW end aren't just disrespectful of 
QRPers. For one thing, we are still relatively few in number despite our 
rather intense level of participation compared with mainstream hamdom. 

Rather, it is as sign that digital ops are looking for a quiet spot, and the 
CW ends are it. The problem is that QRP stations really don't make enough 
noise to make the band seem occupied. 


Use it or lose it isn't just about regulatory threats. Our fellow hams are 
looking at the wide open space in the CW segments and licking their chops. 
The one problem with QRP is that it doesn't have any ability to occupy a 
band the way a few KW signals can. Are we being selfish by operating only 
QRP when that leaves a vacuum in the rest of the CW end? Have we QRPers 
absorbed a significant proportion of all CW operators, leaving too few QRO CW 
operators to put potential trespassers on notice that someone is "home" on 
the CW end? I've been thinking of pulling the cover off the Yaesu for 
something other than using it for an overpriced freq counter. Maybe I'1l 
turn the carrier control up to 100 watts for the first time in more than 


three years. It might be fun, for a change. I haven't actually done it yet, 
and I am obviously not advocating a mass exodus to QRO. 

Incidentally, I saw that the email addresses of two hapless trespassing 
digital ops were posted a while back. Did anybody email them? Did anyone 
hear back?

Dobbs G3RIV, this is a superhet receiver using an MC3362 IC and an LM386, 
with an IF of 4.433 Mhz, using a ladder filter with the colour burst 
crystals. Initially intended for 3.5 Mhz CW, but no doubt by altering the 
caps in the filter, SSB could be received.

Here's the results... 


We made some basic measurements on the W7EL wattmeter's directional coupler, 
constructed with type 77 cores as a replacement for the no-longer-available 
type 72 cores. 


The bottom line is that from about 1 to 35 MHz, it's a pretty good coupler, 
with directivity of at least 25 dB. Above that freq, the directivity drops 
Slowly off to nothing somewhere around 400-500 MHz. It's not clear whether the 
coupler itself or the somewhat casual breadboard circuit layout is the culprit 
in the rolloff. 


What that means, as far as I can figure, is that at VHF you will see less and 
less difference between the forward and reverse power readings at higher and 
higher freq, even at 1:1 SWR. I think it'll still be usable as a wattmeter 
right up to UHF - the 20 dB coupling stays flat to within about 3 dB to 500 
MHz.

Hi Dave. Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp...FN13ac 


It usta be that the speaker-mike question was "Is it Kenwood, or is it 
everyone else???", but now Icom is using a different mike connection on 
their new HT's. The Radio Shack boom mike/headset won't work on Kenwood 
without wiring up an interface of sorts. 


The Kenwoods want a separate PTT line, which is the shell on the 1/8" 
stereo plug, and the shell on the 3/32" mono plug. The mike is the ring 
on the 1/8" stereo plug, with the shell on the 3/32" plug. The speaker is 
the tip and shell on the 3/32" plug, with the shell on the speaker being 
ground. 

The tip of the 1/8" plug is used for Kenwood's boom mike/headset, and 
powers the VOX circuitry.. 


To utilize the Radio Shack boom mike/headset, you would have to wire up 
an interface that would provide a separate PTT from the Mike line. The 
mike and the PTT are on the same two conductors, and when the PTT is 
actuated, the mike audio, and a 2.2K pull-up resistor are connected to 
the radio. This 2.2K resistor provides a DC return for the HT's PTT 
switching, and puts the HT into TX mode. The value was picked as it is 
high enough to not swamp the mike line, and low enough to pull all the 
radios into TX. The actual value that the various HT's want to see runs 
from 2.2K to 27K-ohms, with most falling in the 4.7K range. This would be 
the same value that a TNC needs to interface with th HT's. 


I have thought about patching up an interface, but other matters have 
taken up my time. Maybe someone on the List has already done this, thus 
saving all of us from re-inventing the wheel...

punches, you know, drill a 1/4" hole, thread the two halves together, 
tighten it up and voila! a hole the size of the punch. I still have 
quite a few round ones (somewhere?!?) and did at one time have a few 
square and rectangular ones. I think the set was about the same price as 
a decent tap and die set (I have one of those too :-P ) if I remember 
correctly. 


For "odd" size square/rectangular holes I used to use the small square 
punch and do one corner and then a few more carefully lined up punches to 
enlarge to what I needed, not perfect but much cleaner than gnawing and 
filing. 


I know you said no new tools, but you should be able to get a small punch 
in the $20-30 range. Try Sears or maybe an old TV repair shop. And

Having been in the Instrumentation Group here 
for many years I have found that making a square or hole is a real pain in 
the b---. I tried many ways to get around it and found that you can use a 
nibbler, a hacksaw (real crude), start out with a smaller square punch and 
file the rest (almost as crude) or the best solution, don't use any 
components that require a square hole. Still you can't beat a well stocked 
tool box with a set of Greenlee punches if you are going to do any large 
amount of building. If you are going to do any computer interfaces you 
REALLY need the D punch for DB37 connectors. There ARE other makers of 
punches other than Greenlee.
